WATSON OF GEORGIA HAS CHARGES

The Senate Resolution on the Home-

stead Riots a Broad One,

WHICH SIDE VIOLATED LAW MOST.

The Bundry Civil Bill Falled, Henpo tho
Record Failed to Make Its Ap-
PEATADCS.

‘WasaisaTon, Aug. 1,—The house ad-
fourned Saturdsy night in spite of pro-
tests that the public buosiness required
house to rémain in session. This leaves
the departments supplied under the
sundry civil bill unprovided for, and
among others the public printing office
had to be technically closed and publi-
eation of the Congressional Record
stopped at midnight. No work is being
done today inthe government printing
office, which occasions great inconven-
ience.

In the genate it is no longer possible
to get a’ voting quornm present, but a
resolution anthorizing an inquiry into
the Homestead etrike was regularly aun-
thorized, on a broad scope which will
give the strikers an opportunity to ans-
wer some very pertinent questions. If
it is shown that the Carnegle company
employed Pinkerton men it may he able
to show that this employment was un-
lawiul, yet, at the same thne, if the in-
vestigation is conducted properly, it is
‘bound to show that the strikers violated
more laws that Caruegie or the Pinker-
tons. The senate views the situation
with some calmness, and does not pro-
pose that the investigation shull be a
juggled affair,

A sensation outside of congress may
«come of the investigation into the char-
ges made in the house by representative
Watson, of Georgia, who in a pamphlet
alleges drunkencss on the floor of the
house, suppressing names., One mem-
ber, with whose name rumor has been
busy in connection with the charge of
intoxieation, is reported a8 having
threatened, in case his name was inen-
tioned by Watson to horsewhip him in

the corridors of the capitol until he cried &

for mercy. Investigating the charges
Watson wanted to prove the existence
of a barroom in the capitol building,
but chairman Boatner wouldn't let him,
and woulda't agree that the record
should show a refusal, Doatner said it
was a matter of public notority that
whisky could be had st either the sen-
ate or the Louse wing of the capitol.
Daring Mr. Dater' testimony it was de-
veloped that Reprsentative Cobb, of
Alabamn, was the person charged with
intoxication by Watson,

Two nations of Indians the Warm
Springs and the Wascos, patronize them.

Rev. M. Spear is now engaged in
constructing & new school house, end a
parsonage.

The new saw mill at one of the Warm
Springs Indian misslons now cutting
lnmber, and affords work for numerous
Indians. It was put In by the Womans
board of miesions, and cost $1,800.

A VERY IMPORTANT QUESTION

Which Visitors to Chicagoe Shonld Take

Ioto Consideration.

FPRACTIVALLY NOTHING IS DOING.

When all the Facta Hecome Known a
., ‘Great Many Will be Magoons
or Stay at Home.

Crrcaao, Avg. 2.—A viry important
qguestion confronting the worlds fuir
management is the matter of the trans-
portation of visitors to and from the
grounds. It has been assumed that
fecilities for handling 150,000 people an
hour would be no more than adequate to
provide the attendants at the fair with
tho necessary asccommodations for goiug
to and returning from the grounds to the
city without discomfort, The street
cars will accommodate many, the
elevated road will trke cure of wany
more aud the boals on the lake will
carry some. It wonld be a reasonable
eslimate to say that theee three modes
of conveyanee could accommodate 50,000
persons an hour, leaving 100,000 an Lour
to depend on the railroads. Eight cars
would be about the limit in size of these
traing, although ten could be drawn. A
car will seat about sixiy passengers.
But suppose each should carry eighty;
this would make for a train of ten cars
800 passengers. It would take an hour
and a haif to make the round trip, and
perhaps four. minutes between trains.

dle 100,000 passengers an hour under
such conditions yould require 1,500 cara.
The cost of 1,600 cars at §5,000 each and
of 150 locomotives ut 37,000 wounld call
for an outlay of £4,500,000 for cars and
$1,050,000 for locomotives, or a totnl ex-
penditure of $5,550,000 for rolling stock
alone.

A railrosd official aaid the other day
that he did not believe all the railroads
in the city could, on three days' notice,
lend to another road for a day's use
twenty cars. When one considers the
demand that will be made for cars on
the roads in the traneportation of their
own passengers to and from Chicago it
is not reasonable to suppese that they
can furnish 1,600 for carrying passen-
gers from the city to the world’s fair
grounds. Not long age a committee of
ruilway officlala was asked to make s re-
port upon this subject. The report de-
clared that, leaving out the Illinois Cen-
tral, all the railway companies in the
ity could not handle 60,000 passengers
an hour without going to some millions
of dollars’ expense for rolling steck. But
this is only one phra=e of the guestion.
Terminal facilities at the world’s fair
adequate for the handling of 100,000
passengers an hour cannot be put in
without much work, extending through
several months, Yet practically noth-
ing has been done. Anyone who goes
to Jackson park and attempls to come
back when the work stops in theevening
and the workmen start for howe ecan
understand what the difficulties will be
when 20,000 or 40,000 people want to
take the train at the same hour for the
city, to say nothing of 100,000 people.

in the state. Mr. Mitchell gays that he
intéends dividiog the foor of the floral
into a8 many epaces as there are Horists
who wiegh to exhibit, and let them draw
for their choice of plat on which to place
their flowers. From indications at
present there will be more county ©x-
hibits than ever before. Mr. Morgan is
kept constanily busy with collocting
grain, grase, wool, ele., and Mr. Bargent
has been placed in charge of the horti-
caltural collection, It was found that
the west gallery was too warm, so that
the hertienltural display will ba trans-
ferred to the eastern gallery where the
green fruits will keep better.

Balmon Fropogation.

Oregonian. Unlted Btates fish com-
wisioner Hubbard, in charge of the
Clackmas salmon hatchery, is making
extensive preparations for the coming
season’s work. The racks across the
Clackamae, washed away by the spring
freghets, have heen rebailt by more sub-
stantial stractares forther up stream so
that no salmon will be iost this year by
early migration to the headwatars of the
river,, The troughe in the hatchary are
in excellent condition, and everything
is in resdiness for beginning work. Op-
perations will begin about the 1st, of
Beptember, but it is not thought that the
season.will be a very successiul one’ for
the hatchery. With the hundreds of
fishing-boats, fish whpels and nets in
the Colombin and Willumetts to pass, a
ealmon is extremely lucky if it reaches
the Clackamas river. It will have to
pass many more nots before the hatehery
is reached. Last year the hatchery
turned out about 3,500,000 young sal-
mon and the output for the present year
is not expected to be any larger. The
hatchery has a capacity for turning
out sbount 10,000,000 salmon annually.

Weathesr Report.

Porrraxp, August 3.—Pagues officlal
weather balletin says of Eastern Oregon:
““Wheat horvest ia well along in the
Columbisa river connties, the reports in-
dicato a better berry than usual and
very well' filled heads. The fall
wheat will average up fairly well. In
‘parts of Gillam, Morrow, Sherman and
Waseo connties not over one half a crop
will be secured. Bpring wheat ia poor
and much of it will not be cut; some
fielde that last year averaged 25 to 80
bushels to the acre, this year yield
from 21 to 27 bushels per ncre; in other
fields there is a less yield. Oatsare
fair and vary in condition as does the
wheat. Corn 18 coming on fairly well.
East and south of the Blue mourtains
hay harvest is yet in progress., Wheat
and oats are indicating lesa than aver-
age yieldsr The warm weather of last
week did no damage; but was rather
beneficial, as it advanced the vegetation.
Melons and sweet corn are ripening well
and will be an average crop."”

Water Transporiation.

Chicago News. If & cargo of grain can
be secured at convenient elevators the
big new whaleback steamer Thos Wilson
will be chartered today for the largest
eargo of grain ever carried on the lakes.
It will be not leas than 120,000 bushels

of wheat  or 180,000 bushels of ocorn.
This will exceed the amount of these
cereals brought into Chicago by all
the western railroads for many consecn-
tilve days this season. The Wilson
is now at South Chicago unloading 3,000
nct tona of iron ore for the Illinois Steel
company, which she brought from the
head of Lake Superior. There was but
fourteen feet eix inches of water in the
locks at Sault Ste Marie, and the big
whaleback drew but fourteen feet five
inches. Her load has probably never
been exceeded in the world on the same
draft of water.

The country ia
full of such enterprises. In the provinoce
of New Brunswick alone there are three
railways which have béen thrown sside
when the “promoters'” had sucked the
profite dry. This marine railway com-
pany obtasined incorporation from par-
liament in 1882, and the sameo year waas
granted a subsidy of §150,000 for twenty-
five years inald of the work, and the
proposal of go liberal a subvention was
scarcely challenged in parliument, being
voted under the impression that it would
pever be demanded. Nothing was done
antil 1885, when &n order in council was
passed aathorising entry into agreement
with the company, subject to the ap-
proval of parlisment, and such approval
was obtained in March, 1886,

Under the terme the subeldy was to be
$170,000 a year for twenty years, or such
portion of it a8 would bring the neé
earnings up to 7 per cent. on the suthor-
ized share and bond capital of the com-
pany. Bhould the earninga exceed 7
per cent., one-half of such surplus is to
be paid the government until repayment
of tho subeidy is made. Burely this was
tempting enough to any capitalists—7
per cent. gusranteed upon an ostensible
capital of $5,5600,000, though up to thia
date no one has been shle to learn the
exact or eyen probablecost of the under-
taking.

Oherry Farming.
